SUN SPOT RAYS 
AFFECT TEMPEES 


Philadelphia, July 6 — (AP) — 
Dr. Roy K. Marshall, director of 
the Fels Planetarium, says ultra- 
violet rays from sun spots are near 
their_maximum numbers and in- 
tensity for the first time In eleven 
years. These beams of invisible 
energy ~ coming from 93,000,000 
miles away-can easily affect tem- 
pers of people, since various 
glands of the body may readily 
be disturbed by the sun's ultra- 
violet rays, he asserts.

Montreal, July 17 (CP)— Police 
sald today they may have broken 
up a $500,000 stolen automobile 
ring when they arrested four To- 
ronto men Friday night and re- 
covered nine cars valued at more 
than $20,000. ~~ 

The ring started operating in 
Ontario and Quebec less ‘than one 
month ago, police said. Its mem- 
bers used every trick known to 
the “hot car” trade: Altered reg- 
istration cards,.fake bills of sale, 
and false identity papers. 

Names of the four men arrested 
were withheld pending further 
arrests, One of them was said to 
be the 38-year-old ring leader. 

Without’ exception, the ring 
stole its cars in Ontario and sold 
them in Montreal, police said. 

First step in their system was to 
obtain a false bill of sale‘for'an 
ancient jalopy. Then one of the 
ring, equipped with a false iden- 
tity card, would taka out a Que- 
bec license and registration card. 

First break in the case came 
when two members of the ring 
were riding in one of the cars with 
&- prospective customer, — police 
sald. Enroute to the license bur- 
eau, the pair became suspicious 
and fled. 

The startled customer reported 
the matter to police, and a check 
showed the car had been stolen in 
Toronto.

To Raise’ More Food 


Land devoted to food production in 
Britain has increased by nearly 500,000 
acres since last year, The Minister of Agri- 
culture, Mr. Williams, said tha} next year’s 
objective is to have just over 10,250,000 
acres under tillage; 2,340,000 will be culti- 
vated for wheat with just over 1,000,000 for 
potatoes, 392,000 acres will be under sugar 


beet and 200,000 under linseed. 


Mr, Williams also envisaged a big in- 
crease in livestock production, During the 
past twelve months the number of breed- 
ing sows has grown by 60 per cent and the 
number of poultry under’ one yead old by 
95 per cent, Although there are least 10,- 
000,000 more hens in Britain now than 
there were a year ago. — U. K, Information 
Office.

Proposal Called Hazardous.

In thelr recommendation ‘to the 
Utilities to have water maing in- 
stalled in a separate trench, Gore 
and Storrie stated that to have 
water mains and sewers on the 
same level in the same trench 
was hazardous. Also it was essen- 
tial to have water mains-con- 
structed on a solid supporting 
material to avold settlement and 
possible pipe breakage. 

“In rock trenches it is fairly 
satisfactory to construct 
water main'on a shelf in the 
sewer trench and at a higher 
level than the sewer. Ground 
conditions. in Parkwood Heights 
are such, however, that the shelf 
could not be maintained except 
at considerable expense and even 
then with uncertain results.” 

Also it was stated that the san- 
itary sewer should be in the 
centre of the street, while water 
mains are best placed outside the 
pavement to facilitate the de- 
tection and repair of leaks. 

“Taking into consideration the 
various points we are definitely 
of the opinfon that under existing 
conditions the construction - of 
water mains and sewers In the 
game trench cannot be satisfac- 
torily. carried out at any saving

Red-Led Cominform Sought Civil War 
in Yugoslavia Tito Tells Congress

Belgrade, July 22 (AP)—Prem- 
ler Tito Wednesday night said 
the Russian-led Cominform con- 
spired to foment civil war In 
Yugoslavia and almost succeeded. 

Two, “Yugoslav Communist 


Jeaders he purged formed the 


spearhead of the move by “anti- 
party persons”, he claimed. He 
identified them as Sraten Zujo- 
vic, former Finance Minister, and 
Andrija Hebrang, former minis- 
ter of Light Industry’ and one- 
time president of the Yugoslav 
Planning Commission. 

Tito implied that he now has 
full control of the situation. 

In an eight-hour speech to 2.- 
300 wildly cheering Yugoslav 
Communist delegates attending a 
Party Congress, Tito also: 

1. Rejected again the Comin- 
form’s “slanders” against the 
Yugoslav Communist Party. 

2. Pledged the party will con- 
tinue to follow the Maraist pat- 
tern. 

3. Said he wants the friendship 
of the Russlan, Communist party 
and promised to work toward 
improving relations with Moscow. 

4. Reiterated that Yugoslavia 
stands on all her policies, includ- 
ling co-operation ‘for peace with 
countries outside the Russian 
bloc. 

5. Hurled bitter comment at 
the five Cominform countries 
whose representatives signed the 
attack on Yugoslavia. 

In that attack, the Cominform 
(Communist International Infor- 
mation Bureau) denounced Yugo- 
slav Communist leaders as being 
nationalistic and anti-Russlan, 

Throughout his entire speech, 
Tito did not back down an inch 
from the position he has held since 
the Cominform assailed him. He 
pledged that the, party will con- 
tinue to follow “the line he and 
his Partisan leaders have set for 
the complete socialization of 
Yugoslavia. 

Tito heaped sarcasm on Al- 
banla, Bulgaria and Romania— 
ali Cominform members. Yugo- 
slavia had helped Albania 
economically “to our own detri- 
ment” in order to ald that small 
state in remaining independent.

With a 
right of way at times several 
hundred feet In width, these 
routes are well provided with 
public watering places and trav- 
elling stock reserves where sheep 
and lambs, and cattle may feed, 
rest or camp for the night. The 
funds to maintain the watering 
places and food reserves are ob- 
tained by a charge on the stock 
fer the facilities used.

Sometimes one drover 
with his wife and possibly one 
other helper will take 5,000 head 
of sheep for distances of 500 
miles, perhaps selling some of 
the animals en route, and trav- 
elling about five or six miles a 
day.

Eastern Bloc 
Follows Russia's 
Line on Danube 


Belgrade, July 31 - 31 — (AP) — 
Delegates to the Danube River 
conference expressed belief today 
that Russia will get the kind of 
Danube navigation convention she 
wants. 

One thing was certain at the 
opening session: 

The Soviet Deputy Forelgn 
Minister, Andrel Vishinsky, was 
leading the eastern bloc and dele- 
gates from all the “peoples de- 
mocracies” including Yugoslavia 
were following his line without 
hesitation. 

This is the first important in- 
ternational. conference In which 
Russia and her communist neigh- 
bors have controlled a majority 
of the vote. The eastern bloc is 
represented by Russia, the Soviet 
Ukraine, Yugoslavia, Bulgaria, 
Romania, Czechoslovakia and 
Hungary. 

Britain, the United States and 
France.therefore stand ~ to 
heavily outvoted. 

‘The conference will determine 
the further control of the 1,800- 
mile Danube River, principal 
lifeline of central Europe.
